' that ſhall deale with him : of this nature are ma- 
ny of the Dutch-men, that when they drinke 
moſt, they bargaine beſt. T he {ixt is Mandlin 
drunke , who weepes, cryes, and whines, to ſce 
the gooſe goe baretoote. T he ſeuenth is Goate 
drunke, who is in his drinke ſo lecherous, that 
hee makcs no difference of either time, or place, 
age or youth, but cryes outa Whoore,a Whoore, 


ten pound for a Whoore. The cight is Mar- 


tin drunke, which will bee drunke betimes in the 
morning, or alwayes the firſt in the company, yet 
will he neuer ceaſe drinking,till he hath made him- 
ſelfe freſh againe. The ninth and laſt is Batdrunke, 
whichare a ſort of Dr«zkards that will not openly 
be ſeen in ſuchaCQions, but as the reremowſe or Bat, 
delights in ſecret places and flies by night : ſo they 
willdrinke priuarely, and chicfely in the night : of 
this ſort. may be ſome of'y our damask coated Citi- 
zen,that ſit in their ſhops both forenoone &. after- 
noone;& looke more ſowerly on their poore neigh- 
bours, then if they had drunke a quart of Vine- 
gar at a draught, yet at night ſneake outof their 
F 3 doores 
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 roſheathisgreat Feaſt made to an hundred and ſe-

doores and ſlip into a Tauerne,. where either a- 
lane; or with ſome other that battles their -mo-. 
ney together, they ſo plye themſelues with peny 
pots, (which like ſmall ſhot ) goe of powring in- 
co their fat paunches., that at length they haue- 
not an eye to. ſe wigh all, nor a good legpe to. 
ſtand on, and on this fort are many hypocriti- 
call profeſſors which abuſe ſacred Religion , car-- 
rying in the day times Bibles vnder their armes, . 
but in the neght they ſlip into Alehoyſe or. Tanernes.. 

And therefore to draw toward a concluſion, I ac- 


count that party to bee within the predicament of.

of God to guide the vertuous, and thelawes of the. 
Land to rulethe wicked , and this thing of. vrging. 
one another was meſt carefully prenented by Aſhue-. 
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uen and
